Nikita Khrushchev 
buried today 
at lowly cemetery 


MOSCOW (U P Ii-N ikita S. Khrushchev was buried today in the 
least hallowed part of Moscow s second best cemetery. The Kremlin 
said goodbye with a seven-foot wreath of pine boughs and a seven-line 
F^ravda obituary for the man it called a “ merit pensioner. 
No Communist Party or government leaders were present at the 
funeral of this unperson who had ruled as premier and party leader 
until he was deposed in 1964. He was denied burial in the wall of the 
Kremlin, the pantheon of Soviet heroes. 
The eulogy was by his blonde, bespectacled son, Sergei, who stood m 
slight mist, occasionallv glancing down at the open coffin draped in 
black and red crepe. “ There were many who loved him, many who 
hated him. but few could pass him by.' he said. 
It was a funeral for a man, not a political leader, and there was no 
hint of politics in the brief service. Khrushchev lay in a simple wooden 
casket, his body covered with a red satin coverlet which left his face 
free. His medais. including three stars of the Hero of the Soviet Union, 
the nation s highest honor, were strewn across his feet. They were 
buried with him 
Khrushchev s wife of 48 years. Nina Petrovna, w^as there in a black 
lace mantilla and a blaci 
<at. She stepped forward and bent over 
Khrushchev s face for farewell. She caressed his forehead, her 
fingertips moving from one side to the other in what appeared to be a 
religious gesture. She gently kissed his forehead and hands. 
The tears flowed at thè end when graveyard workmen stepped 
forward in their blue overalls and pounded shut the lid of the coffin, 
which was lowered on ropes into the grave while a black-suited brass 
band plaved the national anthem. 
All that was left at the end was a mound of dirt, the pine bough 
wreath and a white stone marker bearing Khrushchev's portrait and a 
gold engraving; “ Khrushchev. Nikita Sergeyevich. 1894-1971." 
Khrushchev died Saturday at the age of 77 in the suburban Kremlin 
hospital from a massive heart attack. His coffin lay open in the 
hospital s Hall of Mourning and was taken today to Novodevichy 
Cemetery, a burial ground for the not-so-great and the has-beens 
Only one famous Soviet citizen mourned publicly over Khrushchev's 
body, not at the cemetery but at a wake in the Hall of Mourning. He 
was Yevgeny Yevtushenko, the firebrand poet who made his literary 
name when Khrushchev relaxed the censorship of Josef V. Stalin. 
Yevtushenko stood briefly gazing down at Khrushchev's face. His 
mouth was set in a grim line as though he were working to control 
emotion. He did not w’eep and he walked away after a minute or so. 
There were manv Russians who thought their bluff and earthy 
Nikita deserved the’honor of burial in the Kremlin wall for his role in 
ending Stalinist terror, but they said so privately. 
About 250 persons, family, friends and a small crowd of unknown 
Russian admirers stood in the remote and little honored corner of the 
cemetery One. a woman in a blue raincoat, bent over the coffin and 
wept uncontrollably. 
The burial site was in a remote corner of the cemetery.

Thousands of parents were expected to protest by keeping 
their children home from school. 
The Board of Education hired a private firm to provide 
130 new yellow buses to carry out the court-ordered 
integration program for the city’s 97 gram m ar schools. The 
city's junior and senior high schools were not involved 
U.S. District Judge Stanley A. Weigel in July ordered the 
schools integrated as a result of a suit by the NAACP. The 
school board adopted a plan dividing the city into seven 
busing zones. 
Police dispatched patrolmen to possible trouble spots as 
the new school year opened. City officials urged antibusing 
parents to refrain from violence. 


The school board Friday held a "dry run for parents and 
their children. Although the turnout was sparse. boar^J 
officials said effort was 85 per cent effective. 
In the "dry run 
many buses were late, some failed to 
show up at the appointed hour and others went to the wrong 
loading zones. 
All children were given name tags to be worn on their 
outer clothing. The tag listed the child's name, the number 
ot his bus, his classroom and school. 


Since the court order, many neighborhood organizations 
were formed in opposition. Leaders urged parents to 
boycott the program Some urged parents to send their 
children to their regular neighborhood schools.

He's never going to let anybody put him down into the 
ground as long as he is still breathing. Charles Coody is a 
little fussy that way. He's more than merely meticulous, 
he's what the Spanish call "quisquilloso. Finicky plus. 
Charles Coody, who first came to major attention by 
winning the Masters last April, is as much a bookkeeper as 
he is a professional golfer. He writes everything down in a 
little book he keeps with him all the time. 
But there are some things you can't extract from books 
and if the rangy, 34-year old perfectionist from Abilene, 
Tex., didn't know it before, then he certainly found it out 
Sunday on the second hole of the Firestone Country Club 
course. 
That's where everybody figured he was dead 
Coody began Sunday's final round of the two-day, 36-hole 
World Series three shots in front of Jack Nicklaus, a four 
time winner of this 10-vear-old event, and padded his lead to 
four strokes with a birdie on the first hole. 
On the 500-yard par-five second, though. Coody stuck his 
drive in the rough, hit a poorer second shot and an even 
worse third into a trap. He three-putted for a nightmarish 
seven while Nicklaus checked in witn an eagie tnree to 
make up four strokes on one hole and draw all even. 


•Goodbye. Charlie!" everybody said around here. 
Charlie didn't feel too good himself. 
" I felt very stupid." he said “ It was one of the worst 
holes I've ever played I just didn't think it through I've 
always considered Jack the best player there is and the 
thought of playing him even over the last 16 holes wasn't 
exciting. 
Maybe not. but Coody refused to curl up and die. He beat 
the great Jack Nicklaus over the final 16 holes which means 
he not only took home the first prize of $50,000 but also can 
say that he took the measure ol the man considered the 
foremost golfer in the game today. Maybe of all time. 
Charles Coodv doesn't have what you'd call a picture 
swing and has the kind of personality that blends in with the 
woodwork Bland and unexciting He's so conservative he 
marks his ball on the green with a British half-penny, or 
hay-pennv as they pronounce it throughout the Empryuh. 
In a sense, he looks something like Alex Webster, the 
New York Giants football coach, from a distance and is the 
Robin Roberts of the professional goll tour He makes 
playing a ritual. 
Before putting, for example, he'll check all four 
directions, take two little practice swings, no more, no 
less, hitch up his right trouser leg urst. then his left, and 
finally stroke the ball exactly the way he did on the 18th 
green Sunday tor all the marbies 
That's Charles Coody for you. Not Charlie Coody or 
Chuck Coody mind you. but Charles Coody He prefers it 
that way. 
Now about his little black book 


In it he keeps such things as the number of greens he hits 
in a tournament; the number of putts a round; the number 
of drives in a fairway and the number ol birdies and bogeys 
he makes. 
That's not all. Chalres Coody is a walking, living, 
breathing computer. 
He also keeps track ol such things as the amount of 
money his wife, Lynette. spends for things like groceries, 
the laundry, and so forth 
He’s very meticulous, his wife says. Once the amount I 
spent didn't exactly jibe with his figures and he asked me 
about it. I told him I must have spent an extra penny on a 
stick of chewing gum 
There isn't any question about the way Lynette Coody 
feels about her husband.

It never ceases to amaze 
me how many times a ball 
will roll into a divot mark on 
a nicely manicured fairway. 
Maybe you have a wood shot 
left, but you’re afraid to try 
it with the ball all but 
buried. 
I once saw Lionel Hebert, 
a magician with a golf club, 
take a 4-wood and hit a shot 
like that well over a big 
clump of trees and onto the 
green. I told him 1 would 
have been afraid to try it, 
but after he explained why 
he did, I changed my ap­ 
proach to these shots. 


He said he tried to hit the 
4-wood as if he were hitting 
an 8-iron. He made a 
choppy, upright swing, and 
hit right down into the back 
of the ball to get it airborne. 
“ A 4-wood has grooves and 
loft, just like irons,” he said. 
‘ Most people have more 
confidence swinging woods 
than irons, right? If isn’t the 
perfect way to play, but it 
works.” 
1 was convinced. You 
wouldn’t try to lift an 8-iron 
shot, and you should never 
try to lift a 4-wood shot get­ 
ting a ball out of a divot. Hit 
down. It isn’t as tough a 
shot as it first seems.

NEW YORK — ( NE A ) - 
The human foot is a compli­ 
cated and wonderful thing. 
Made up of 26 bones, it is 
aced with ligaments, mus­ 
cles. nerves and blood ves­ 
sels. A person’s f e e t will 
arry him some 65.(XK) miles 
in his lifetime. 
Yet with all that feet do 
for us. they are probably the 
most abused parts of the hu­ 
man body. It’s no wonder, 
then, that some 90 per cent 
of all Americans will eventu­ 
ally seek relief from foot ail­ 
ments. 
“ Americans spend at least 
$2 billion a year on plasters, 
»ads and powders; liquids, 
o t i o n s and linaments; 
arches, special shoes and vi­ 
brators,” s a y s podiatrist 
Morton Walker, author of 
the widely used reference, 
‘Your 
G u i d e 
to 
Foot 
lealth.” 
Much of the money spent 
on patent remedies for foot 
ills is spent in vain, says Dr. 
Walker, but there is a great 
deal a person can do to im- 
p r o v e his personal foot 
health. 
Feet ache primarily for 
two reasons: “ Overuse and 
abuse,” he says. “ Feet that 
are used a great deal don’t 
necessarily cause aches, but 
feet that are used incorrect­ 
ly cause difficulties.” 
In fact, the foot must be 
used. “ Man is meant to be 
an ambulating animal. The 
foot must function in order 
to be healthy. A splinted foot 
wastes away,” Dr. Walker 
says. 
And many cases of ach­ 
ing feet do come from lack 
of use. When a person sits 
at his desk, with feet hang­ 
ing in a dependent position, 
g r a v i t y holds the blood 
around the area of the toes, 
arches and instep. The re­ 
sult is a stagnation of circu­ 
lation and the desk-sitter

must do exercises to prevent 
aches. 
One s u c h exercise Dr. 
Walker recommends is to 
extend the legs straight out 
and rotate the ankles in one 
direction then in the other. 
Another is to remove the 
shoes, place the arch of the 
foot against the desk leg and 
rotate the arch in order to 
massage the blood vessels 
on the inside of the foot 
arch 
Shoes, 
socks 
and other 
sorts of hosiery, if improper­ 
ly fitted, can cause aching 
feet. 
Tight shoes constrict the 
foot muscles, j o i n t s and 
nerves, 
producing 
muscle 
aches. The muscle aches not 
necessarily because of stress 
on the muscles, but because 
the nerves in the foot are be­ 
ing pinched. Muscle spasms 
and cramps are warnings 
that tell you something is 
wrong. 
If this is a problem the 
logical solution is to get 
shoes that fit. Also a partial 
solution is to remove shoes, 
massage feet and pull the 
toes. Manipulate the foot by 
rotating it, and this will help 


relieve pressure on pinched 
nerves. 
The way socks fit is also 
crucial, even though it is 
hard to imagine a piece of 
cloth causing serious foot 
problems. But socks that are 
too short can produce in- 
grown toenails by causing 
pressure on the sides of the 
big toes, forcing flesh along 
the nailgroove to be com­ 
pressed against the big toe­ 
nail, Dr. Walker explains. 


The same problem is com­ 
mon among w o m e n who 
wear h o s ie r y that is too 
short, and hike hose up to 
attach to a garter belt or 
girdle. Dr. Walker says. 
The ideal sock is square- 
toed. Manufacturers now 
classify socks by length, Dr. 
W a l k e r notes, but they 


should also be classified by 
width to help eliminate these 
problems. 
Corns, bunions and cal­ 
louses are common problems 
too. Most people are affected 
by one or the other of them. 


The most common place 
for corns to form is on the 
fifth toe and bunions strike 
the big toe joints most fre­ 


quently. “ T h e y occur be­ 
cause of shoe fashion. The 
current 
fashion 
of 
wide, 
broad toes with lots of depth 
causes no problems,” Dr. 
Walker says. “ But foot doc­ 
tors are still treating corns 
and bunions produced by the 
pointed-toe torture devices 


teet 


that were in vogue several 
years ago.” 
Callouses occur as a result 
of wearing thin-soled shoes 
on city pavements and hav­ 
ing a weakness in the ball 
of the foot. Thick-soled shoes 
or felt pads often can help 
prevent the thick, t o u g h 
growths of skin. 
Dr. Walker stresses pre­ 
ventive 
measures 
against 


corns, bunions and callouses, 
but he firmly warns suffer­ 
ers that any “ bathroom sur­ 
gery” should be approached 
w i t h extreme caution be­ 
cause 
infections, 
bleeding 
and other lasting damage 
can be the end result. 
Another c o m m o n foot 
problem, magnified in in­ 
tensity by summer heat, is 
athlete’s foot. Burning, sting­ 
ing and unpleasant odor can 
r e s u l t from this disease 
caused by a fungus growth. 


One key to preventing— 
and curing—athlete’s foot is 
meticulous cleanliness. Dry­ 
ing powders and antifungal 
patent medicines can also 
be useful. 
But according to Dr. Walk­ 
er, “ the prime reason for 
athlete’s foot recurring in 
many persons year after 
year is so obvious it is often 
overlooked. It is because the 
insides of shoes are never 
washed or cleaned. Dirt, 
sweat and germs accumu­ 
late on inner soles and are 
n e ve r removed. Athlete’s 
foot ‘bugs’ incubate beauti­ 
fully inside shoes as a result 
of heat, darkness and mois­ 
ture-all of which are pres­ 
ent.” 
Shoes should be washed 
regularly with a one per cent 
solution of potassium per- 
mangenate or one of the 
patent athlete’s foot reme­ 
dies. 
“ If any of the problems 
we have discussed persist,” 
Dr. Walker concludes, “ the 
person should see a podia­ 
trist. It may cost a little 
more than buying a drug 
store remedy, but they often 
are ineffective. If foot prob­ 
lems go unattended, they 
can become very serious.”

NEW YORK - (NE A ) - 
Walk into any public school 
and ask what’s being done 
for failing children. The 
c h a n c e s a re you’ll be 
escorted to the “ Remedial 
Instruction 
Room.” 
And 
you’ll be impressed. 
For years, local 
school 
boards have been spending 
vast sums in training teach­ 
ers and providing education­ 
al material. Now, however, 
they are beginning to ques­ 
tion the results. 
While many children have 
been brought up to grade in 
reading and math, tens of 
thousands who have been ex­ 
posed to remedial programs 
have not been helped at all. 


Many of these children are 
brainy enough. School psy­ 
chologists find them normal 
and intelligent. But teachers 
claim they resist instruction. 
Parents ask, “ Why doesn’t 
my child learn like other 
children?” 
The answer is that some 
children don’t profit from 
standard remedial programs 
because they can’t. They are 
the learning-disabled. 
The problems of learning- 
disabled children are varied 
and complex. At Bethesda, 
Md.t a research group, spon­ 
sored by the National Insti­ 
tute of Neurological Diseases 
and 
Stroke, 
studied 
such 
children. Their findings indi­ 
cate that n o n l e a r n e r s in 
many instances, are suffer­ 
ing from minimal brain dys­ 
function. In such cases, the 
quality of the brain is not at 
issue, only its performance. 
The brain doesn’t correctly 
interpret what the eyes sup­ 
posedly see. or the ears sup­ 
posedly see or the ear sup* 
correctly control the mus­ 
cles in performance. The be­ 
havior of such children, con­ 
sequently, 
appears to be 
bizarre and irrational Some 
operate compulsively, in high 
gear. Others withdraw and 
seem to be slothful. Still 
others pass as normals only 
to explode unexpectedly, 
like Mt. Vesuvius. 
“ These children are vic­ 
tims of forces they cannot 
control,” says Careth Ellin- 
son, author of “ Shadow Chil­ 
dren” and coauthor of a new 
directory that lists facilities 
for 
learning-disabled 
chil­ 
dren She calls them “ driven 
children,” wrapped around 
internal tornadoes that are 


constantly 
threatening 
to 
break out. 
This condition is observ­ 
able early in a child’s life It 
becomes more acute when 
Junior starts school and is 
expected to conform The re­ 
sult? 
Explosive 
behavior, 
and unless helped, guaran­ 
teed failure, 
"And what,” ask the par­ 
ents, “ are the schools doing 
to help such children?” 


This question was consid­ 
ered recently in San Fran­ 
cisco, at the National Asso­ 


ciation of School Psycholo­ 
gists convention. Papers read 
indicated that some schools 
are doing very little. Other 
schools, equally hampered 
by lack of funds and trained 
personnel, 
are 
breaking 
through the walls of failure, 
with imagination and quiet 
success. One such school is 
P S. 78X in New York City. 
A visit to P.S. 78X reveals 
a development training pro­ 
gram for 24 perceptually 
handicapped children, 5, 6, 
and 7 years old. Says prin­ 
cipal Jack Schiller, with a 
strong nod of appreciation to 
the Bureau of Child Guid­ 
ance, "The key to our pro­ 
gram is identification and re­ 
training. We try to identify 
the 
learning-disabled chil­ 
dren as early as possible. 
We try to provide retraining 
in the muscular and percep­ 
tual areas that need correc­ 
tion.” 
In this school, kindergar­ 
ten children who find it hard 
to adjust are referred by 
their teachers for screening 
by the bureau. Such chil­ 
dren are tested for physical 
control and mental follow-

After this, each of the 
young candidates is put to a 
number of memory tasks, 
and asked, for example, to 
repeat numbers at a given 
rate, and to describe com­ 
mon objects in terms of what 
they are, what they look like 
and what they’re used for. 
Some kindergarteners can­ 
not do things that seem easy 
to their classmates. They 
are 
unable to coordinate 
what teachers tell them to 
do with what their brains 
tell them to do. They be­ 
come impatient, quickly dis­ 
couraged and angry. Others 
retreat into silence. 
When the learning-dis­ 
abled children have been 
identified, their parents are 
invited to participate in a 
series of workshops. Then, 
24 pupils are selected for the 
developmental training class, 
for a period of one year. 
Here, in small groups, they 
are involved in a twofold 
program: 
In the movigenic program, 
they enjoy games, exercises 
and 
on-the-mat 
activities. 
The purpose is to build body 
awareness, left and right 


orientations, balance, flexi­ 
bility and coordination. 
In the perceptual training 
program, the children ma­ 
nipulate blocks and beads, 
pegboards and geometric 
shapes. The aim is to de­ 
velop discrimination in plac­ 
ing objects against a back­ 
ground and in space. When 
this is mastered, the chil­ 
dren move on to pencil and 
paper exercises. And there 
they are only one step re­ 
moved from first grade read­ 
ing readiness work. 
How 
successful 
is 
this 
program in returning the 
children to the grades? 
Says Schiller, “ This is our 
fifth year. Of the children 
I’ve been able to follow, I’d 
say that more than 60 per 
cent have developed good 
control. They manage well 
emotionally. They get along 
well, socially. And of these, 
more than 40 per cent have 
learned to read, almost on 
grade level. As for the rest, 
we have had to transfer a 
few, to more specialized fa­ 
cilities. But this we did re­ 
luctantly after much work 
with the bureau and many 
conferences with parents.”

On Aug. 3. 1971. in a letter to the 
editor regarding the Lompoc Foster 
Parents Association, I stated that 
“ foster children are not eligible, nor 
do they receive assistance from any 
agency ” This has been questioned, 
and I would like to clarity what was 
meant. 
Foster parents are paid a monthly 
sum for 24 hour care of the foster 
children 
The rate for a newborn 
infant to a 6-year-old child is $96 a 
month, or broken down, it amounts 
to $3.20 a day or 14 cents an hour 
The rate increases with the age of 
the child, $3.83 a day for the 7 - 12 
year old. 
$4.20 a day for the 
teenager This amount is to provide 
riHim and board, transportation, 
educational 
needs, 
clothing, 
personal needs, recreation, and for 
care and supervision 
The amount 
in this budget alloted to recreation 
IS IK) cents (nothing»for the infant to 
6 year old. 55 cents a month (7-12 
yrs.i and $163 a month (13 and 
upward). 
As one can see by these 
figures, special recreation such as a 
trip to Disneyland would be almost 
impossible

WASHINGTON — It is not hard to 
put down the conservationists and 
environmentalists

minded idealists. But to their credit

The Atomic Energy Commission 
has just ruled that all 96 nuclear 
power plants, 91 und.er construction, 
must show that in operation they 
will not pollute the environment. 
This means not alone the threat of a 
nuclear accident, which the AFX 
has stoutly maintained is virtually 
impossible under safety regulations 
stipulated by the commission, but 
pollution of the waters — thermal 
pollution — used in the cooling 
process. 
That has been the outcry of the 
environmentalists

that raising the temperature of the 
water in bays and estuaries by a

But Amchitka is in the heart of an 
earthquake zone and Sen. Mike

trigger a major quake. Alaskans 
have painful memories of what 
happed on Good Friday in 1964. A 
large 
part 
of 
the 
state 
was 
devastated by an earthquake that 
began with a shock of 6.5 on the 
richter scale and trip ered itself to 
a peak of 8.4, only slightly less than 
the estimated force of the quake of 
1906 that destroyed much of San 
F'rancisco. 


From all around the Pacific rim 


have come protests against the 
Amchitka explosion, with Canada 
and Japan the most vehement. On 
the conservation side, the threat is 
to seepage of radioactivity into the 
Bering Sea. The Aleutians are the 
crossroads 
for 
the 
spawning 
migrations 
of 
Pacific 
salmon. 
Contamination of the salmon wld be 
a 
devastating 
blow 
to one of 
Alaska's principal industries. 
Emperor Hirohito of Japan is 
meeting President Nixon in Alaska 
on Sept. 25. The guess is that Mr. 
Nixon will use that occasion to 
cancel the Amchitka explosion. It 
would be taken through the Pacific 
basin as an act of great good will.
